Meanwhile the communiete, keeping 
up their agitation, have staged a 24- 
hour protest strike at Eesen and Gel­ 
senkirchen 
and are demanding the 
overthrow of the Stresemaun cabinet. 
The Hamburg communist» have made 
a sim ilar demand and have called to 
their followers “ to the 
barricades,” 
as in the French revplution. 
A mob at Zuttau, Saxony, attacked 
the police, who were forced to tire, 
killing two and wounding 14 of the 
crowd. 
M onarchists and communists 
clashed at Anuaberg, Saxony, and the 
result was one dead and 25 wounded. 
Despite the red 
activity, however, 
there seems to be little danger of a 
concerted “ putsch” from that source.

“The death of the drug addict is pre­ 
meditated murder <»n the part of the 
peddler, for he k nows the fatal result 
of the habit. 
If I were in a position 
to introduce a bill in congress or in 
state legislatures, I would mak e cap! 
ta 1 punishment the penalty for ped­ 
dling drugs." 
Mr. Powell made the statem ent that 
the use of dope is steadily growing 
among children.

found cases of drug addiction among 
high school students^und also among 
the pupils of lower grades.

chilling many thousand cubic feet of 
the gas down to a point close to abso­ 
lute zero. 
Several experiments were made with 
the hydrogen ice and liquid later be­ 
fore the Washington Philosophical so­ 
ciety, a scientific organization, where 
Mr. 
Kanolt 
exhibited 
the 
product. 
The frozen hydrogen was described 
as similar in 
appearance 
to 
snow, 
while the liquid was colorless. 
Doctor Kanolt told his hearers that* 
a gallon of liquefied 
hydrogen 
was 
made in about two hours at the bu­ 
reau of standards. 
The experiments 
there are on a larger scale than has 
ever been employed before. 
ift his talk he s a id : 
“The method Is rather simple In 
principle but Involves practical diffi- i 
cuities which have interfered with its 
extensive use. 
The purpose of the 
bureau of standards has been first to t 
j secure liquid hydrogen when desired 
in very large quantities. 
“The work at the bureau lias been 
facilitated by the development of a j 
method of analysis by 
which very 
small quantities of im purities can be 
j measured. 
A fter liquid has been ob- ! 
tained, it is comparatively 
easy 
to 
j 
freeze 
it 
by 
evaporating under re- j 
duced pressure. 
The freezing point of 
the liquid is minus 259 degrees Centi­ 
grade, which is 14 degrees above ab­ 
solute zero.” 
In order to liquf.v the gas, a tern- | 
perature of 253 degrees Centigrade— 
about 420 degrees Fahrenheit—below 
zero had to be attained. 
T he hydro- 
gen ice began to form a few degrees 
lower, at about 430 Fahrenheit below 
zero. 
! 
All the low tem peratures were pro­ 
duced by expanding the 
gas 
itself 
after it had been compressed under 
pressure of 3,000 
pounds 
a 
square 
inch, chilled by application of liquid 
air and then allowed to expand. 
Production of the liquid gases will 
be continued as a part of the bureau’s 
experimental work in 
studying 
be­ 
havior of m aterials and metals at very 
low temperatures. 
Hydrogen has been liquefied before 
in the United States, but tem peratures 
lower than those Induced in the proc­ 
ess have only been reached hitherto 
in Europe, where 
helium 
has been 
successfully liquefied. 
Absolute zero, represented by 273.1 
degrees on the Centigrade scale and 
by 459.6 degrees on the Fahrenheit, 
has thus been very nearly approached, 
according to the above dispatch.

solute zero represents the tem perature 
where there is an entire absence of 
lieat and has never been attained by 
man.

Von Kahr, who is an acknowledged 
m onarchist, enjoys tho highest stand­ 
ing among all parties in Bavaria. 
The Berlin Democratic and Social­ 
ist press assails the Bavarian action,

K ahr is known to be bitterly opposed 
to the Socialists. 
It is reported that 
H err Severing will be named dictator, 
an d as he is a Socialist this fact il­ 
lum ines sharply the difference of the 
attitu d e s of Berlin and Munich. 
Meanwhile the communists, keeping 
up their agitation, have staged a 24- 
bour protest strike at Essen and Gel­ 
senkirchen aud are demanding the 
overthrow' of th® Stresem ann cabinet. 
The Hamburg communists have mads 
a similar demand and have called to 
their followers "to the barricades,” 
as in the French revolution. 
A mob at Zuttuu, Saxony, attacked 
the police, who were forced to Ore, 
killing two and wounding 14 of the 
crowd. 
M onarchists and communists 
clashed at Anuaberg, Saxony, and the 
result was one dead and 25 wounded. 
Despite the red 
activity, however, 
there seems to be little danger of a 
concerted “putsch” from that source.

asked, to 
make this possible, that congress be 
called into special session. 
Among 
the definite proposals submitted to 
the president were the revival of the 
United States Grain corporation, with 
a revolving fund of $50,000,000 and a 
deep cut on freight rates for farm 
products. 
The request was made for a further 
increase in the tariff on wheat, un­ 
der the power granted the president 
through the flexible tariff provision 
of the Fordney-McCumber law. 
The 
only mention of 
the tariff, it was 
stated, was in connection with the 
agitation by paint manufacturers for 
a reduction of the duty on flax. 
The 
farm ers are solidly against this pro­ 
posal. 
President Coolidge 
enhanced 
his 
reputation as a good liv e n e r and asx- 
ed many questions to elicit further 
information, but in no way commit­ 
ted himself or intimated what action 
f, he will take. 
It was asserted that 
Mr. coolidge expressed a keen desire, 
ii possible, to tind some “economic­ 
ally sound and workable plan” of re­ 
lief. 
No suggestion came from him 
as to the line he thinks this plan 
may follow 
Mr. Coolidge told the delegation at 
the conclusion of the hearing that he 
will meet later with 
Secretary of 
Agriculture 
Wallace.

Americanism 
Commission 
Director 
Powell Makes First Announcement 
of Organization’s Activity. 


The “honk ’ of the passing flocks of 
wild geese leaving the cold snap in the 
Far North is heard again In the path­ 
way 
of 
the 
feathered migration en 
route for the sunny southland in the 
tropics. 
It is said that flocks of migrating 
purple martins, teal and bobolinks and 
such like are on the wing making for 
their 
winter 
quarters 
on 
the 
Gulf 
coasts and further south, all of which, 
in bird life, indicates an early winter, 
for their unerring bird instincts never 
fail. 
For more than 2,<X)0 years, accord­ 
ing to the investigations of the United 
States geological survey, the phenom­ 
ena of bird migration have been scien­ 
tifically noted, but while the extent 
and course of routes traversed have of 
late years bicorne better known, no 
conclusive answer has been found to 
the question, “Why do North American 
birds m igrate?” 
Two different and diam etrically op­ 
posite theories have been advanced to 
account for the beginnings of thess 
! migrations. 
The sum of these condu- 
j sions 
might 
be 
expressed 
in 
plain 
I words, because it is natural. 
According to the m ^ e commonly ao- 
| oepted theory, ages ago the United 
! States and Canada swarm ed with non­ 
m igrating bird life, long before the 
arctic ice fields, advancing south dur­ 
ing the glacial era, rendered unhabit­ 
able the northern half of the continent. 
The birds’ love of 
home 
influenced 
them to remain near the nesting site 
until the approaching ice began for I 
the first tim e to produce a w inter— I 
that is, *a period of inclem ent weather 
which so reduced the food supply as J 
to compel the birds to move or starve. 
As the ice approached very gradually, 
now and then receding, these enforced j 
retreats and absences—-at first only a 
short distance and a brief tim e—in- j 
creased both in distance and duration 
until 
migration 
became 
an 
integral 
part of the being of the bird. 
In other 
words, the formation of the habit of 
migration took place at the sam e time 
that changing seasons of tile year re­ 
placed 
the 
continuous 
semi-tropical 
conditions of the preglacial eras. 
As the ice advanced southward the 


A small quantity of frozen hydrogen 
and about two quarts of the sam e ele­ 
ment liquefied were produced at the 
bureau of standards, in a successful 
test of liquefying apparatus conduct­ 
ed by C. VV.

there are on a larder scale than has 
ever been employed before. 
lh his talk he sa id : 
“The method is rather sim ple in j 
principle hut involves practical diffi­ 
culties which have interfered with its 1 
extensive use. 
The purpose of the 
bureau of standards has been first to 
secure liquid hydrogen when desired 
in very large quantities. 
“The work at the bureau has been 
facilitated by the developm ent of a 
method 
of analysis 
by 
which 
very 
sm all quantities of im purities can be 
measured. 
A fter liquid has been ob­ 
tained, it is com paratively 
easy 
to I 
freeze 
it 
by 
evaporating under re- I 
duced pressure. 
The freezing point of 
the liquid is m inus 250 degrees Centi­ 
grade, which is 14 degrees above ab- J 
solute zero," 
In order to liqufy the gas, a tern- j 
perature of 253 degrees Centigrade— , 
about 420 degrees Fahrenheit— below 
zero had to be attained, 
The hydro­ 
gen ice began to form a few’ degrees 
lower, at about 430 Fahrenheit below 
zero. 
All the low tem peratures w’ere pro­ 
duced by expanding the 
gas 
itself 
after it had been com pressed under 
pressure of 3,000 
pounds

N inety-five per cont of the ever-in­ 
creasing dope peddlers in America are 
of alien birth or parentage, declared 
Garland W. Powell, director of the 
A m ericanism com m ission of the Ameri­ 
can Legion, in an address at Indianapo­ 
lis recently. 
Mr. Pow ell said that if 
the drug m enace is not checked this 
country w ill becom e a drug-soaked na­ 
tion w ithin 25^ ears, 
T his is the first official announce­ 
ment that the Am erican Legion would 
enter the war on illicit narcotic deal­ 
ers and dispensers of habit-forming 
drugs. 
Mr. Pow ell urged that the re­ 
striction of imm igration to this coun­ 
try w ould check the traffic in dope 
and that the Legion would proceed to 
that end. 
In describing the activities of the 
dope peddlers, Mr. Pow ell made these 
a sse r tio n s: 
“One person in every sevonty-three 
uses drugs us a habit. 
There are 1,- 
500,000 persons now’ in America who 
♦•annot face existence without drugs, 
and who a n 1 sw iftly sinking into a con­ 
dition of hopelessness and death. 
“The death of the drug addict is pre 
m editated murder on the part of the 
peddler, for he knows the fatal result 
of the habit. 
If I w ere In a position 
to introduce a bill in congress or in 
state legislature*, I would m ake capi­ 
tal punishm ent the penalty for ped­ 
dling drugs.’’ 
Mr. Pow ell made the statem ent that 
the use of dope is steadily growing 
among children, 
He 
declared that 
federal 
investigators 
had 
recently 
found cases of drug addiction among 
high school students and also among 
the pupils of low er grades. 
lie cited 
one instance where a peddle! was ar­ 
rested as he waited outside for his 
“customers" to come from their classes,
